By Capt. Duplex, who arrived here on Tuefday 
Jat in 54 days from Cork, we learn, that all is 
buftle and confufion in England ; that the day be- 
fore he failed, information was received at Cork, 
that 47 veflels had been ordered by the Britith 
Miniliry into fervice againff France; that the 
Squirrel, a King’s Cutter, on the Irith Ration, 
was feen coming into Cork harbour, for the pur- 
pote, it was faid, of prefing men for the fleet 
From the complexion of the above information, 
the affuirs of France wear a very ferious afped. 

The parliament of England which was to have 
goet on the 6th of December, has been prorogued 
to the 3d of January. 

Private letters, reeeived by the Ann and Sufan, 
contain the following particulars: ‘* That LOU- 
1S XVI. had been TRIED, was acquitted and ts 
wil’ LARGE; that feveral battles had taken 
place, which invariably declared in favour of Li- 
berty and Equality ; that Antwerp, shat capital 
Auftria! city, fituate on the river Scheid, was in 
the poffefiion of Dumourier and his army ; that 
the Britih fleet was equipping wih expedition ; 
and, that the Dutch were alarmed, and it was 
believed would arm.”’ 

Extra& ofa letter from a gentleman in Dublin, to 
bis friend in this city, November 14. 

“* We had here fome dilagreeable work on the 
fir reading of the Catholic bill. A numerous 
mob paraded the fircete—fhouting ‘* Liberty and 
Equality.”” They then proceeded to the Parlia- 
ment-Eoufe, in order, itis faid, to give greater 
force to the qeeltion in agitation, fhouting as be- 
fore, ‘* Liberty or Death.’? The fherriffs, at- 
tended by the military, appeared and feized the 
ringleaders; they immediately retaliated, by feiz- 
ed the officer of the guards. The theriff trove 
20 Call them es fenf> of their duty, but in vain, 
the enraped multitude threw fiones in every direc- 
tien ; the drums beat to arms, when thole friends 
to Liberty, the Irith Volunteers, turned out, 
headed by their patriotic commanders, Colonel 
James Napper Tandy, and Colonel Smith ;—a 
volly was difcherged on-each fide, immediately 
after which the military were ordered to their bar- 
racks, fearing the refalt of offending cuizen fol- 
éiers, who appeared for the purpole of prosedcting 
the little /réerty they now erjoy.”” 

The lateft accounts brought »by the French thip 
1.’Aimable Antoinette, arrived at Norfolk from 
Hiavre, which port the left the zoth Nov. are, that 
the French troops were in poffeffion of Mons, and 
Draffels, and that the conquett of all the Anftrian 
Netherlands was nearly completed ; that the King 
and Queen’s trial was not yet determined epon— 
being a perty inthe National Convention defirous 
to put them on their trial and to caufe them to be 
beheaded ; but it was generally believed that the 
mrjority were averfe to thofe violent meafures, and 
were endeavoring to have ehem banifhed ont of the

HE family of which I am the only farviviog 
branch was of confiderable importance fo 
high as the days of Charlemagoe ;—it was not 
till the fifteenth century they fettied in France, 
where they received the title which now belongs to 
me.
